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Mystical Toponomy’s “Green Witch” 


Latitude and Longitude in the Occult Founding of the British Empire

We have, by the grace of God and the support of selfless 
donors, finished our tenth book, Twilight Language. On May 
25 the galleys were finalized, and next up is printing the 343 
pages in a quality softcover, in a run of a few thousand 
copies, which will take the printer six to seven weeks. Then it 
will be approximately ten to fourteen days for the truck to 
queue for loading and transporting the books to Idaho. 

Twilight Language takes up and expands upon 
James Shelby Downard’s concept of “mystical 
toponomy.” He studied the relations between time and 
space by connecting events in time to their location along 
lines of parallel latitude and longitude as demarcated in 1767 
by the calculations of Sir Nevil Maskelyne, the astronomer 
royal based at the Royal Observatory at Greenwich (i.e. 
“Green Witch”), seven miles from the heart of London. Thus 
did the British empire establish dominion over how we 
conceive of space and time—by placing the Prime Meridian of 
the world at Greenwich and making Greenwich Mean Time 
by “which the world sets its watch” — universal on earth. 

In 1714 the English Parliament offered a prize of £20,000 
(at least $2 million in today’s money), to anyone who could 
determine longitude at sea to within a half degree. Yorkshire 
clockmaker John Harrison believed Greenwich was the key 
factor and that when navigators determined local time from 
the position of the sun, if they could make the time at 
Greenwich their other reference point, calculating the 
difference between the two would accurately ascertain 
longitudinal location. 

No timepiece existed that could be set on land and then 
relied upon to keep accurate time while at sea, where 
pendulum clocks were unreliable. Hence, even if local time 
could be determined from the noonday sun, there was no 
other time to compare it with. This was the problem that 
Harrison solved when, after decades of diligent work, he 
produced his marine chronometer (later named the “H4”), a 
spring-driven clock that could measure longitude to within 
the half-degree required to win the prize. On a voyage from 
England to Jamaica in 1761-62, Harrison’s chronometer lost 
just five seconds in two months at sea. It was now possible 
for a navigator to determine local time by measuring high 
noon and compare it with absolute Greenwich time, which 
had been set on the chronometer at the start of the voyage. 
With this information, sailors could determine the number of 
degrees of longitude they had traversed during a journey at

sea. For the first time travelers would know precisely where 
on earth they were—under the aegis of the “Green Witch.” 

According to the 1911 edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica (vol. 17, p. 838), “Maskelyne’s first contribution to 
astronomical literature was ‘A Proposal for Discovering the 
Annual Parallax of Sirius,’ published in 1760.” 

Maskelyne’s sister Margaret was the wife of Robert Clive, 
founder of the British empire in India. 

There were two Nevil Maskelynes who were professional 
magicians. J. Nevil Maskelyne (1839-1917) was the author of 
Sharps and Flats: A Complete Revelation of the Secrets of 
Cheating at Games of Chance and Skill (1894). Nevil 
Maskelyne (1863-1924), was co-author of Our Magic: The Art 
in Magic, the Theory of Magic, the Practice of Magic (1911). 

Mr. Downard studied significant occurrences that took 
place on the 32nd and 33rd degrees of north parallel latitude. 
In Twilight Language we analyze corresponding occurrences 
along a few hundred miles on or near the 42nd degree line. 
Some readers may wish to humor us in this regard and 
indulgently extend the benefit of the doubt to what at first 
glance may appear to be a cracked mirror. 

Whatever your reservations however, in our opinion these 
researches decode the prodigious puzzle of why the earliest 
conjuration of the British empire was worked by a 
geographer, Richard Hakluyt, author of Principal 
Navigations, in league with the queen’s astrologer royal, the 
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mathematician John Dee. Here we are referring to the 
formulation of the very idea of empire invoked under occult 
auspices as a mental construct and groundwork for mystical 
toponomy —not the heroic physical mission of exploration and 
conquest itself. Hakluyt and Dee invoked the Twilight 
Language of Camelot. It was by that name that President 
Kennedy’s administration came to be associated in the public 
mind more than 300 years later, with the president loosely 
identified in popular culture as a type of Arthurian king. 
Claire Jowett notes, “This document (The Principal 
Navigations) advocated an aggressive imperialist and 
expansionist policy in North America providing what has 
been termed a kind of ‘grammar of colonization.” 

Three persons associated with mathematics and 
geography, not politics, the navy or statecraft, inseminated 
the specter of Britannic world empire: Dee, Hakluyt and the 
Flemish cartographer “Mercator” (Geert de Kremer). 

Dee had studied for a time at the University of Louvain in 
Flanders with Mercator’s mentor, Professor Gemma Frisius. 
Mercator was the belt of transmission between the 
information in Jacobus Cnoyen’s book Itinerarium on certain 
legends of King Arthur’s travels and conquests—and Dr. Dee 
—who incorporated them into his 1578 volume, Brytanici 
Imperii Limites (“Limits of the British Empire”), in which the 
conquering ruler of Camelot (Britain) has the right to rule 
the world. 

How was this rule to be imposed? By the manipulation of 
time and space through the greening (fertilizing) witch 
(sorcerer) who possesses the secret that time relations are 
constituted by specific physical relations as imposed by a grid 
or observational pattern. Evidence of this esoteric “chess 
board” will be found on many latitudes and longitudes, the 
latest exploration being the 42nd degree of north parallel 
latitude, as outlined in Twilight Language.

The BANK OF ENGLAND AND ITS WARS. Ezra 
Pound began his history of the iniquity of banker’s wars with 
the Bank of England in the 17th century (cf. “Ezra Pound: 
Poet and Reformer,” Revisionist History no. 83 [February, 
2016]. William Paterson, the founder of the Bank of 
England, described its workings by saying, ‘the bank...hath 
benefit of interest on all the monies which it, the bank, 
creates out of nothing.” Pound considered these words of 
Paterson a paradigmatic statement of “the heart of darkness 
inside usura.” Its diabolical power, for Pound, was its parody 
of procreation. 

“When the bank was founded in 1694, its business was to 
finance the war that William of Orange waged against Louis 
XIV after assuming the throne in the Glorious Revolution. 
The government was loaned £1.2 million at an interest rate 
of 8 percent; in exchange, subscribers to the loan were 
incorporated as a joint-stock bank with a temporary charter 
granting it the right to issue notes, take deposits, discount 
bills and make private loans. (The scheme was designed by 
the Scottish merchant William Paterson...) 

“Its principal backers were Whigs (anti-Catholic 
mercantile class) — it was assumed they intended to use the 
bank to entrench William’s new regime — and there was... ‘a 
significant Dutch connection.’ The majority of its 26 original 
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directors were merchants based in the City (of London); half 
a dozen were Huguenots (French Protestant refugees), and 
‘about half were from the dissenting interest’ (Protestants 
more conservative than the official Anglican state church). 
Among the 1,268 initial subscribers were 190 ‘esquires’, who 
contributed 25 percent of the total £1.2 million, and 63 titled 
aristocrats (15 percent). Most of the subscribers made 
contributions of less than £1000; they included ‘carriers, 
clothworkers, embroiderers, farmers, mariners and 
wharfingers.’ But the largest group were members of 
London’s mercantile middle classes. 

“Tories (political conservatives) worried that the existence 
of a national bank would enable merchant capital to overtake 
land as the arbiter of economic power, and that the capacity 
to create a permanent national debt would tempt Britain into 
military adventurism.” They were right. 

“The Bank of England made possible a new system of 
public finance that facilitated Britain’s rise to global 
commercial and military supremacy. For the next 120 years, 
Britain was at war almost without pause. The bank provided 
the funds, and managed the state’s long-term debt 
(Parliament allocated revenues to service it, but not to repay 
the principal). As Britain waged wars from Virginia to 
Bengal, the reach of its empire grew, and so did the debt. In 
1697, the government owed its creditors £16.7 million; by the 
end of the Napoleonic Wars in 1815, this figure had grown to 
£834 million. The bank charged a hefty fee for managing the 
national debt, and was criticized for war profiteering. But the 
government had grown dependent on it, and with the 
outbreak of each new war, its charter was renewed. This was 
a mutually beneficial relationship. For the stockholders, 
funding the bank was a very profitable business.” (Jamie

“ Even before Allenby’s arrival in Egypt that July, the 
strategy to reverse 673 years of Muslim rule in what was a 
southern province of Ottoman (Turkish) Syria had been 
debated at length for six months. Lloyd George’s goal, he 
instructed Allenby, was ‘Jerusalem before Christmas’: as a 
morale-boosting ‘present’ for a British public disillusioned by
